Then- are few enterpriaee more 
difficult, re<]iiiriiig more elemenia 
to make It amiiiei.tly luccesaful, 
than the profitable establishment 
of a great and impular iiewapaper, 
and few BO easy In cripple or to 
kill. Tiinre an- perha|>a twenty 
millinii* of iMHipie in .tmarioa who 
can reeii. that i* a reading public 
incapable of eetimsle;of them |>er- 
haps oiie.third read iiewapapera. 
either weekly, dailies, political, 
denominational, or agricultural. 
This is probably an under rather 
than an evciaaive estiiiiate. fbeae 
papers are of every conceivable 
character, ability anil worth. Prem 
the little tw.>-bv-f'nir bi-weekly to 
the mammoth daily ; from the mere 
advertising Hbe«-t to the New York 
Herald; from the poster folded ao 
ea to pretend to fw a paper to a 
metropolitan daily tbe interval la 
almoat beyond measurement. 
Moroing papers have liecome a* 
muebefa necessity to tbousanda 
as their breakfast; and to perhaps 
eiiual thousands the evening daily 
ia e necessity: and th* u*WBpaper 
habit ia aa eaay to cultivate and aa 
difficult to break as the morphine 
habit. The functions of a paper 
are aa various as their differences 
and aaniimeront as their preteo- 
aiona. Their power is also varied 
and diverse. 

The character gamed by newa- 
papera ia ai individual aa that of 
(H-rsnna and their reputation aa 
well known aa that of eitiaeiia. 
The management of a great daily 
requires the highest akill and calla 
forth the ablest talents. There ia 
no power more benign than that 
of an able, coiiacientioua, truthful 
aod brave paper, iuapirwd by a am* 
cere love of truth and controlled 
by principle, and in tbe end Huch 
a paper gatbera friends, support* 
era, advertisers, patron*, who re¬ 
main loyal to it even when they 
disagree with its views and do not 
share its coovictioot. Tbe mere 
busiuees management of aueb a 
paper is of the highest order: tbe 
t-xpeoditure is enormous, tbe re¬ 
ceipts moat be expended with care, 
eocoemy, aod yet with eoterprise 
and liberality. 

Tbe relatiooa of a party paper 
to its parly involvea delieste ques¬ 
tions. (>ut no party can control the 
eolomut of a truly able aud inHu* 
eotial paper. Subecribera have oo 
right to dictate the course of a pa¬ 
per; DO party as party ever built 
up a paper: paper* are built up by 
men who uiidentand their kuaiosee 
and aopply the demauds of read- 
era; parties as a rule owe far more 
to their papers than tbs papers do 
to the party. The right of vub- 
scribere is to quit: to take s«ime 
other papers. 

Loyalty to party may require 
oppoaitioo to its conventions, nom* 
iuatioDS and platforms. Papers 
are not nominee#, are not candi- 
datee. and are not bound by con* 
veutioos save as they truly repre¬ 
sent tbe tenets of the party and 
are themselvea representatives of 
tbe best thought and purpose nf 
tbe party. A real organ ought to 
be a leader rather than follower; 
it must be a pioneer; it must speak 
daily and at once; it most formu¬ 
late tbe unspoken judgment of its 
associates upon recognized princi¬ 
ples and march n o e o as a rily at the 
bead of the army. Conventions 
can not meet often and they ex¬ 
press the opinion of yesterday, the 
judgmeut lormed upou what has 
transpired: tbs paper moat.express 
the opinion of every recurring day, 
give utterance to the judgment on 
tbe bappeuing event aa it happens. 
And if it be brave, tboughtful aud 
■inoere; clean, upright and truth¬ 
ful, It will be held io esteem and 
respect if it does not command the 
approval of tbe readers. 

The looes telk that a paper ia a 
{traitor, a dsaerUr, an ingrate, is 
all noDsaose and moat of it ia coo- 
temlibla dem^oguery to secure 
patronage for inferiority. 

To pobliab tbe new*—in the 
broad aenae of that phrase—is now 
parhaps the principal funetioo of 
iba daily. To publish it fairly, 
koiM8ilj« is a very 


rare gift, aud tbe paper that does 
this always (>eoomea extiemelv val¬ 
uable and its patronsge does not 
dspend upon it editcirials. 

Paper! esn n.>t live npon eeuli* 
mental support, any aiur-* than a 
gr'icery, or a shoe shop sikI euddeti 
excitement can not furnish perma¬ 
nent Riipport: for a time such 
b-tnms may givn an nppeavanoe of 
support, hnt when the excitement 
passe* away the aupport pastes 
away. 

The free dinciiesion of qneationa 
ie a Ihmiii and it i* well to have pa¬ 
pers represonting every phase of 
such question*: hut to e*tablish a 
succesnful newspaper take* more 
than ability to itiartiss pui>i:cqnee- 
li ms. 

The Herald woiiltl >*• glad t>> aee 
an able dHilv *u icensfiillv eatab- 
Inibed which w- iilil repr-**Mi«t with 
ability, fairiiesa and I’oiirteiiy what¬ 
ever viewa our fnenda who d'< not 
agree with u* have: hut it baa 
doubted whether the mattera of 
division were of auch a character 
aa to permit division long enough 
to give opportunity for •iich a pa¬ 
per to get rooted.
